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Susanne Arney, being duly sworn, deposes and states: 

1 . I am the inventor of the claimed subject matter in the Patent Application identified above and the 



inventor of the subject matter described therein. 
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2. Prior to August 1, 2000, co-inventors David Bishop and Herbert Shea and I conceived and 
actually reduced to practice an oxidation sensor for an electrical circuit that includes a sensor trace 
configured to oxidize at a rate greater than an oxidizable electrical component associated with the sensor 
trace when the sensor trace and the electrical component are exposed to a same oxidizing environment, 
as covered by the above-identified Patent Application, as evidenced by the following:
